which have sw ept over Pennsylvania, 
according to re p o rts 
received at the 
Capitol from men connected w ith th e 
S ta te crop service. 
“ T he loss of in sect-destroying b ird s 
is also reported as large, birds being 
unable 
to g et food because

deep snow s having been frozen. 
T he 
snows, how ever, 
have been

the ground. 
“ T he la st severe w e a th e r which oc­ 
curred in th e ea rly p a rt of 1912, k ill­ 
ed buds on m any fru it trees and y oung 
o rch a rd s an d vineyards w ere hard hit 
while valuable hedges w ere frosted. 
“ A g ricu ltu ra l e x p e rts say th a t th e 
loss in chickens due to th e zero w e a th ­ 
er will be felt next sp rin g ami su m ­ 
m er as th e re a re few er fowls on the 
fa rm s now th a n fo r y e a rs .”

T his has alw ays worked 
well h u t the snow has covered every­ 
th ing so com pletely th a t the gam e 
birds have had no place to hide once 
they leave the shelters where they 
are fed, and the haw ks drop down on 
one a f te r the o th er until 
one fine j 
covey ha* been com pletely wiped out, 
and a n o th er is rapidly being dim'.n- 
ished. 


M. A. Miller, g u ard on the F irs t 
D ay’s Field, had these two coveys well 
fatte n ed and in fine condition. 
T hey 
w ere really alm ost b etter off than if 
the> had been doing their own fo ra g ­ 
ing in norm al tim es. 
The hawks a re 
w ary and sta y out of gunshot range, 
so th a t there seems to be no way to 
protect the quail.

Even a Superdreadnaught.

It Is obvious that details 
as to w hat designs are being used on 
various types of ships are not for pub­ 
lication. especially in view of the fact 
that experimental schemes for having 
ships suil In false colors—not under 
them—a re constantly being tried out. 
I saw one of the largest of the naval 
colliers, 
which 
has

crossed the Atlantic since America’s 
entry Into the war. that had a very 
simple scheme of camouflage In which J a 
only grays were used. 
Simple In con­ 
ception ami execution, apparently, hut 
it had nit amazing effect on the ap­ 
pearance of th** ship a short instance 
at sea, and from what happened at 
that short distance I have no doubt the 
collier was lost to the eve when It got 
much farther away. 
Th** older naval officers Incline to 
the opinion that the regulation navy 
gray by itself Is better than any camou­ 
flage that the artists have Invented, 
and they are frankly skeptical about 
these riots of color and freak designs 
tintt the scientific application of one 
of the tine arts is sm earing over their 
ships. 
Ttie camouflage used by a great 
many merchantmen is fam iliar to ev­ 
eryone who bus observed the shipping 
In th** harbors along the Atlantic coast. 
These 
vessels 
close 
up 
look 
like 
scrambled rainbows or like the palette 
of un artist in his cups. T he weather 
has much to do with the power of 
these gay colors to create optical Illu­ 
sions. 
It is almost Impossible for poof de 
living comfortably in large cities to 
imagine th** hardships which the men 
who watch our coasts are suffering ut 
this time of year. Tw enty degrees be­ 
low zero In the Rocky mountains Is 
not so cold as the Weather around th** 
capes. 
The government bus supplied 
the hundreds cf men on the patrol 
t tout a, the submarine chasers ami the 
mine sweepers with their allotment of 
w inter clothing, hut they need knitted 
articles. 
Sometimes Must Let It Sink. 
Should disaster overtake a ship the 
rules In th** district office at Norfolk 
suy th** first consideration must be th** 
wur needs of the country. 
One vessel 
lutist not ri*«k danger to save another. 
Hie conservation of ship* and of men, 
not the chivalry and the courage ami 
the heroism of th** sea. m ust guide the 
decision of tiles** who would save a 
sh I pw recked crew, 
lf the number of 
lives 
involved 
Is 
very 
great—great 
enough to justify the risk of a smaller 
nut liber of lives— ihen the rescue may j 
tie attem pted. 
But lf there Is doubt j 
that a rescuing party will itself return 
from it perilous journey to save a small ' 
num ber of lives, then th e w ar time rule ! 
is ti nu. 
E arly every morning the ships go 
• •ut in pairs, sister ships, with their i 
huge "broom” stretched across from I 
one vessel to the other, to make clear 
th** path for th*- m erchantmen ami 
w arships that must pass through the j 
capes ami out to sea and for those that i 
come in during th** day. 
Do they find 
any German mines? 
I doift know. 
But if there are G erm an rallies to he 
found near our elitists, th** work of j 
the mine sweepers is a risky busine**
